Mr McVay, having a majority of the votes given, was declared duly 
eleeted president of the Senate; whereupon Mr McVay was conducted to 
the chair, made his acknowledgments tothe senate for the honors conferred 
upon him, was qualified, and entered upon the discharge of the duties of 
his office.

Tuesday, November 8.—The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Message from the House of Representatives, by Mr ‘Tunstall. Mr 
President, thé Hovse of Representatives, concur in the resolution of the 
Senate, appointing a committee, to wait on his Excellency the Governor, 
and inform him, that the two Houses are organized, and ready to receive 
any communication which he may please to make, and have appointed on 
their part, Messrs. Smith, of M. Ellis and Campbell. "They have adopicd. 


the following resolution. 
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Resolved, That the Senate be informed that the House of Representa- 
tives have organized, thatthey have elected the Hon. Arthur P. Bagby, 
speaker, Thomas 13. Tunstall, principal clerk, Gideon B. Frierson, assis- 
tant clerk, Calvin Hickey, engrossing elerk, John Tatom, door-keeper, and 
James Rather, messenger, and are now ready to procecd to business. 

Mr Hudson presented the petition of the citizens of Franklin county, 
on the subject of a bank; which was referred to the committee on the State 
Bank. 

Mr President presented the report of the comptroller of public accounts, 
which was laid on the table, and one hundred copies thereof, ordered to be 
printed. l 

On motion of Mr Rains, Resolved, that the following standing committees 
be appointed: a committee on propositions and grievances; on « nro ] «d bills; 
on the judiciary; on privileges and elections; on inland navigation'and inter- 
nal improvement; on roads, bridges and ferries; on. county boundaries; on 
accounts and claims; on education; on the State Capitol; on the State Bank; 
on military affairs; on divorce and alimony; on State printing. 

Mr Rather, from the joint committee, appointed to wait on his Excellen- 
cy the Governor, and inform him of the organization of the two Houses, 
and of their readiness to receive any communication he might please‘to 
make, reported, that they had performed the duty assigned them, and re- 
eeived for answer, that he would make a communication in writing, to both 
Houses of the General Assembly, this day at eleven o'clock. 

Mr President presented the annual report of the presidentof the branch 
of the Bank of the State of Alabama, at Mobile, which was laid on the ta- 
ble. 

Mr Roberts introduced a bill, to he entitled, an act, to authorize the pre- 
siding Judge, in the first Judicial Circuit, to cause a grand jury to be em- 
pannelled for Mobile county, which was read; the constitutional rule re- 
quiring b'lls to be read three several times, on three several days, being sus- 
pended, the bill was read a second and a third time, and passed the Senate, 
and sent forthwith to the House of Representatives. 

On motion of Mr Hudson, Resolved, that sixty copies of the rules, for 
the govern:nent of the Senate, be printed for their use. 

On motion of Mr Hudson, Resolved, that the door-keeper be authoriz- 
ed to procure fuel and stationary for the use of the Senate during the pre- 
sent session, and such repairs, as may he necessary to the desks, and also 
curtains for the windows in the Senate chamber.

FgLLOw-CirizxNs.or TUE SENATE, 


AND HoUsE OF REPRESENTATIVES: 

In greeting your assemblage at the Seat of Government, on the present occasion, 
it is cause of gratulation, that the prosperity and happiness of our beloved country 
have been continued. Since the last adjournment of the Legislature, the anfortan- 
ate difficulties, which, at that time, seemed to threaten a distu: bance of the friendship 
and harmony, which had begun so early, under circumstances of such peculiar and 
abiding interest, and had continued so long, between the people of the United States 
and France, have been happily adjusted, on terms unmingled with regret to the mast 
chivalrous patriot, and highly honorable to our own Government. The termination 
of this difference has left our country at peace with allt he world, with untarnished na- 
ticnal honor, to advance, with tbe continued favor ct that beneficent Providence, which. 
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présidcd over the struggles of our national infancy, with a firm and steady pace, to 
that decree of prosperity and greatness, to which, with our abundant resources, the 
people ef a free government may confidently aspire. . 

Our own State has, thus far, fully participated in the general prosperity of our 
country, The grair ercp of the present year has yielded the most abundant means of 
subsistence. Notwithstand’ng our cotton crop ha: seffered materiallytin some dis- 
tricts, fram various causes, it js believed, on the whole, it will be equal tc that of the 
Jast season, Though seme locaiitics have not becn exempt from disvase, we have 
n visite. by no fatal epidemic; and the general health of the country has been 
goed, . i 
Hearing the recess cf the Legislature, events of the deepest interest, and impor: 
tanec, hav avien cut cf eur Indian relations, It will be recollected that in my first 
message Cos nusdeuted er the 27:15 of November last, I called the attention of rhe 
Zenera Asser ly teo this snbieet.

The generous promptitude with which the citizens of the 2d aud Gh Divisions 
responded to the call, thus made, and. hastened to the defince of their soffcrang 
brethren in Florida, was alike honorable to themselves and their State; and was fully 
equalled by the patient firmness, with which thcy bore ali the fatigues, and the daunt- 
less courage with which they met all the dangers, of the subsequent campaign. It 
was no sooner announced thut troops were desired for this setvice, than hundreds be- 

ond the number required came forward, and magnanimously tendered themselves. 
he 6th Division responded with laudable promputude to the requisition, /Zere made, 
fora Battalion—having tendered a considerable number of volunteers, above tbat 
required. But the 2d Division went beyond all ordinary display of patriotic devo- 
tion. . Although more than an hundred miles in extent, within less than ten days af- 
ter the executive orders were promulgated, more than double the requisite number 


‘of companies were formed, and presented themselves for their country’s service, at 
this place. 


Instead of a Battalion, more than a Regiment, at once laid aside their | 
ordinary avocations, and were. ready to exchange the enjoyments of the secure and 
peaceful family fire-side, for all the dangers and privations of the tented field, l 
"The six Companies, which could not be received, because they exceeded the re- | 
quisiton made by Gen. Scott, incurred considerable expcnse in travelling to, and | 
om this place, and whilst here, and also incurred liabilities to individuals for subsis- 
tence and forage, which have not been discharged, for want of any appropriation to j 
meet such demands. Appreciating, as { did, the patriotic spirit. which brought - 
them forth, and the liberality of the citizens, who supplied their wants, I presented . 
the subject of these claims to the War Department, in a communication- bearing. J 
date on the 3rd of March last, and urged that every thing should be done, which y 
could be, justifiably, to encourage, rather than repress, or cool, such generous ar- / 

dour, and laudable patriotism. I was answered by the Secretary of War, under date 
rd, that the accounts of the Militia, not reeeived iuto service, ‘‘must await

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tion of Major General Scott, to which I have before referred, |: 
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deemed necessary, to observe and hold in check the Creeks,” he requested meto 
**fürnish that force, and place it in the position that might be determined upon by 
that conference.” He further remarked: ‘The force shall be mustered and taken 
into the service of the United States.” Under this authority, on the 18th of Febrea- 
ry last, Col. Lindsay called on me for a Regiment, for the contemplated object;"re- 
assuring me that it should “be mustered into the service of the United States, arm- 
ed and equipped by an Officer of the United States Army, appointed forthat duty.** 
In compliance with this request, and fully concurring in the utility of such a force, 
orders were issued and despatched, on the same day, to the commanding Generals 
of the 1st, 3rd and 7th Divisions calling on them for their designated proportions of 
the Regiment, to rendezvous at Vernon, Autauga County, on the 10th of March fol- 
lowing. Although the name of Capt. E. Harding, commanding at Mount Vernon Ar- 
senal, in thís State, was not mentioned in the written requisition of Col. Lindsay, 
who was then in this place, he-was the onlv officer spoken of by him, as likely to be 
ordered to perform the duty of mustering the Regiment into the service of the Uni- 
ted States, and arming and equipping the troops composing it for the field. J had 
also been before informed by Capt. Harding, under date, February 8th, 1836, that 
he had been *'directed by the Government of the United States to issue, on the re- 
quisitions of the Generals, or field officers, commanding any portion of the forces oper- 
ating against the hostile Indians, such arms and munitions of War, as might be re- 
‘quired for this service." Col. Lindsay who was about to pass down the river, 
near Mount Vernon, was of course, relied on to order Capt. Harding to perform 
the duty alluded to; but, to guard against the possibility of a disappointment, and 
with the letter of Captain Harding before me, assuring me of his readiness to fur- 
nish ‘farms and munitions of War,” in obedince to the direction of the Government 
of the United States, I addressed him by mail, on the 20th of February, apprizing 
‘him of the order for the Regiment, of the time and place of rendezvous, and request. 
ting him “to have forwarded immediately, to that place, arms, accoutrements, and 
every thing which might be necessary for their complete equipment.” I also sta- 
ted Col. Lindsay had informed me that 4e would be directed. to meet the Regiment, 
and. muster it Into service, agreeably to which understanding, my order (a copy 
of which I enclosed) was written; that I expected him to attend accordingly; and 
Tequested a **replv at the earliest moment.” ‘ Having heard nothing from Capt. 
Harding, or Col. Lindsay, upon this subject. on the 2nd -of March, I again ad- 
dressed the former, repeating the substance of my letter, just mentioned, and my re- 
quest for the arms, and his attendance at the place of rendezvous. I had deter. 
mined to be present on that eccasion, and, though much debilitated by Jong and se- 
vere indisposition, 1 sat out for that place on the 5th of March, with that view; but 
after advancing forty miles, in consequence of my feeble health, and the inclemency 
ofthe weather, I was compelled to abandon my purpose, as impracticable, and 
confide the direction of affairs to Major General King of the 3rd Division. The 
Regiment, having remained at Vernon, till the 14th of March, (four days after the 
time appointed for.rendezvous) and no intelligence, whatever, having in the mean 
time, been received from Capt. Harding, was, under my authority, dischatged by 
General King. ` 

Subsequent to the discharge of this Regiment, and after my return to the seat of 
Government, I received a letter from Capt. Harding, dated on the 10th of March, 
(but postmarked on the 9th,) acknowledging the receipt of mine of the zd, stating, 
it was the first official information he had received on the subject, and, thóugh my 
call had caught him somewhat unprepared, and my communication was such, as 
would not justify him with the Government of the United States in leaving his post, 
under the circumstances, which he mentioned, he should obey my summons, and 
rely on me for authority. By another letter, dated on the 12th of March, Capt. 
Harding acknowledged the receipt of mine, of the 20th February, and said ‘‘on the 
14th, (March) you may depend on my being at Vernon to muster the men into ser- 
vice.” However, notwithstanding his strong assurance, Capt. Harding did not ar- 
rive at Vernon on the Í4th,-—the day on which the regiment was discharged—nor for 
several days afterwards, - ; l 

On the 19th 6f March, I transmitted to the Secretary of War copies of the com- 
munications of Gen. Scottand Col Lindsay, and of my correspoudence ‘with Capt. 
Harding, in relation to this Regiment, with such explanations as were deemed 
necessary; and, amongst other things, remarked, that “regarding the effects likely te 
be produced upon the public service, and justice te the State of Alabama, and the

"à ave and patri tic men, wn volnateored their services, I think, with dne deferens 
qhe conduct of Col, Lindsay and Capt. Harding, both, demands an investigation, In 
reply to this communication, under date -isrh of April 1836, the Secretary of War 
informed me “instractiona had been given to M ior Gen. Scott, to institute a court ta 
investigate the matters, connected with the tailure to issue arms to the Regiment of 
Alabama Militia, ordered into service by the requisition of Gen. Scott, communicated 
Ay Col Lindsay," Whe her stch a court has. been instituted, or, if so, what may 
hive been the result of its investigitions, I am not vetinfor;ned. But, it is not ime 
probable, it has hitherto beer round. incompatible with the interests of the public ser- 
vice, to detail the nu n^«r of offi cers n260ssiry to cansireie sach a tribunal, 

Believing it desirable ta cur off, and prevent, all communication between tie Creeks 
and Seminoles; to rest^ain ai! attempts, shouid any be mide on the part ef the former 
‘to aid the Puter, ia their hostilities against the United. States; that it was important 
vo repel the advances of the Sem soles in this direction, shonld they. as seemed prob- 
Hble, find themselves about to be overwhelbned by suoesrior force, and attempt to flee 
into this S:ate, and seek safety. by mingling with the Creeks; and that it would, at 
the same time, give confilence and security ta our own citizens; I had cordially ap- 
proved the expediency, of raising and calling into service, the Regiment just spoken 
arf, at tlie time it was ordered. Afterwards, I had received many communications, from 
the counties formed ont of the Creek tertitorv—some from committees appointed by 
public meetings, some fram official, and others from private individuals—which in 
formed me'of various host He indications of the Creek Todians, and confirmed me in thé 
belief that some susi m liu y force ought tobe emoloyed: in that quarter, for the 
purposes intimated. Uaving x9 rower “to cali forth. the militia" except that con- 
ferred by our State Constivuiion, ** to execute the laws, to suppress insurrections, 
aud repel ing isions" and n2 fends at my disposal to subsist a single company in 
*he public service; and entertatning the opinion that suificient power and means, for 
the defeace of our citizens, were possessed bv the authorities of the General Govern- 
ment, on the 22d of Mirch, Denclosed to the Secretary ef War, most of the several 
coramunicatinns alluded to, and expressed the haa th it, fron them, he would ** per- 
«cive the expediency, if not necessity, af calling out such force of mbunted militia, 
as would give sifety, as weil as tranquility, to all who were amongst, or on the 
borders of, the Creeks and Cherokees.’ I expressed mv decided opinion “that such 
a measure wis necessary, from all the infermatton E had upon the subject;" and urged, 
apost earnestly, that such steps shod be taker, or such authority given me, as would, 
at least, enable me to protect the lives of my fellow citizens, . 

Barly in April, Í received a communication from the Secretary of War, bearing 
date on the 19th of Murch, (in reply to one I had addvessed to him, under date 26th 
of February, in relation to the Regiment of o'servation. ia wich he informed me, 
he was instructed to say, © it appears tothe President that the state of affiirs ia the 
&reek country, so far as they'are knawa here, does not justify the farther continuance 
of this force in service. To authorise the President to call ont a military force, there 
must be either actual hostilities, or evidently impending danger of them.” The Se- 
cretary further remarked—** Phe evidence in the possession of the Department does 
not satisfy the President that this isthe case, at present, in any part of the country oc- 
cupied by the Creek Indians. He therefore desires, immediateiv oa the receipt of this 
fetter, unless circumstances should have arisen to show the necessity of keeping 
these troops in service, that you cause them to be discharged without delay.” 

As already shown, the Regiment had been disbanded at Vernon, or I should have 
felt constrained to have discharged them, in conformity to the desire of the President, 
thus communicated, as no new circumstance had arisen, furnishing strong inducements 
to keep them in service, than that of the existing war with the Seminoles, and those 
implied by the requisition, which had been made by ar officer of the United States 
Army, who had just passed through the country. 

Having cammunicated to the Secretary of War all the information deemed mae 
terial, in my letter of the 220d March. and being in confident expectation ofan anm« > 
gwer to that communication in the ordinary time, I did not again write to him, on 
the subject, till the 15th of April, But, having received several additional come ; 
munications, by the last preceding mail, from individuals of known respectability, - 
disclosing continued apprehensions of danger, on t/t day, I again addressed the ; 
Secretary, enclosing copies of those communications referring ta the views expressed.. 
in mine of the 22nd March, whick F assured him remained unchanged, end ipsisted . 
‘that all the éyldénce, 3aken fogether; would abundantly prove that, 2 ectaadl bos- ; 
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Aiities were not already commenced, there was evidently impending danger of them. 

This last communication to the Secretary had scarcely been mailed, when I re 
ceived by express the procecdings. of a meeting of citizens of Russell and Barbour 
Counties, reiterating such apprehensions, as had before been communicated from 
other portions of the population, amongst whom the Indians;yremained, and request- 
ing me to call into service, for their protection, a large military force. 

It is true, intelligence, from the quarter alluded to, had not always been of the same 
character, but often contradictory; and having no well founded expectation, from 


. my correspondence, thus far, with the Secretary of War, that the General Gov. 


ernment would assume the burthen of the expenditures, inseperable from such opera- 
tions; unprovided with funds of the S.ate; and, indeed, admonished to circumspec- 
tion, by the refusal of the Legislature (to which I have before adverted) either to 
authorise me to accept a company of mounted Volunteers, or to make any appropria- 
tiou to meet the expenses, unavoidably incident to a War of any kind, I did not then 
feel authorised to call troops into service. i 

Determined, however, to exert every power, to which I felt competent, under our 
constitution and laws, I considered-it proper to make preparatory arrangements for 
the most prompt and efficient defence, in the event hostilities should be commenced,. 
or that indications of hostility should be more unequivocally evinced. I was sat- 
isfied there would be a great deficiencv of Arms, and munitions of War, both in 
the region ofapprehended hostilities, and the vicinity, and, having on a former occa- 
sion tested the uncertainty of a reliance on any other medium of communication, I 
despatched Col. Aarun Shannon, as & special agent, at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment, to the United States arsenal at Mount Vernon, with a requisition on Capt. 
E. Harding, commanding at that post, for the transportation to Montgomery, ‘with 
the least possible delay,” of “two thousand muskets, with such supply of buck-shot 
and ball cartridges, as would probably be required for that number of arms, during 
an ordinary tour of militia service.? In my instructions to Col, Shannon, I remark- 
ed—‘‘Itis to be presumed that Capt. Harding will immediately proceed to comply 
with the terms of my requisition, by transporting and delivering the arms @&c, at the 
point designated with all practicable despatch, In the possible event, however,’ 
that he may refuse, cr decline th do so, you are authorised and instructed to demand 
of him the arms and ammunition, einbraced in my requisition, and to take every 
step you may deem necessary for their speedy transportation, and delivery at Mont- 
gomery, under your own direction to Major General Shearer, or such officer as he 
may designate to receive them,? I also authorised Coi, Shannon to “contract for the 
transportation, and a]l necessary incidental expenses, on the credit of the State. &c.”” 

By way o£ farther preparation, I addressed Major Gen!l. Shearer, commanding the 
6th Division of Militia, under date the 1th of April, stating, briefly, that I had re- 
ceived by express such intelligence from the counties of Russell and Barbour, as 
well as from other sources, as left little doubt that the Creek Indians in that part of 
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the State meditated hostilities against the white inhabitants; that the evidence of 
such a spirit-had been so stronz'as to-induce me to make the requisition, just spoken 
of, for twothousand muskets, and ammunition for au ordinary tour of duty, for the 
receipt and safe keeping of which I required him to cause to be made the necessary 


—ccmrrangements; that, ‘although I did not feel authorised, by the facts preseuted, to 


order into immediate service any portion of the Militia, such were the grounds to ap- 
rehend danger to our fellow-citizens, residing in the part of the State which had 
een mentioned that I felt it to be my imperative duty, to make the contemplated 
preparation for their defence.” 

Anxious to omit no preparatory measure, which might conduce to the; most prompt 
rclief and security of that portion of our population, supposed to be in danger, I de- 
termined to have an efficient force in readiness to act on the first signal of alarm, and 
to confide to General Shearer such discretionary powers, as might in any emergency, 
obviate any supposed necessity of awoiting my orders, er authority, Under this de- 
termination, in the same communíeation, I gave him the following instructions: 

**Takiug into view the distance of the Seat of Government, trom the theatre of 
probable hostilities, and your command-bordering u pon the country at present occu. , 
pied by the hostile Indians, I think it-oroper to say, in the event of your receiving 
snilefactory information, that they have commenced actual hostilities against the 
while settlers, you will beexpected to afford the most speedy relief and protection in 
your fower, It is not my intention to impose upon your Division the burthen of çar- 
ryhig on the anticipated war with the Creek Indians—they have already furnished a. 
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battalion for the Florida campaign—but as the town of Montgomery is the most con- 
venient place of depcsit for the arms and ammunition, and the most prompt assistance 
might be expected from your command, owing toits proximity tothe enemy,- J desire 
you to hold such volunteer companies as are already formed, or, as may be formed, 
with a view to the coontemplated service, not exceeding one Regiment, in readiness 
to march at a moment's warning. Such a force would be an efficient van guard—they 
would held the enemy in check, and afford temporary protection to our citizens—- 
and I weuld soon bring to their aid a sufficient force to overwhelm our savage foes, 
aud reduce them to unconditional submission.” f : 

On the 2nd of April having received satisfactory information that Major General 
Shearer was absent from his division, and that it was considered doubtful when he 
would return, I immediately enclosed a capy of my order to him, and forwarded 
it hy exptess to the offcer next in command, and charged him with its execution. 

For the purpose of keeping the Government of the United States fully informed 
of the state of things in the Creek Country, aml to secure the earliest poss:ble as- 
stance from that quarter, [addressed the Secretary of War again, under date the 
16th of April, enclosing a copy of the proceedings of the Russeii and Barbour meet- 
ing which, as menticned, I had received by express en the 15th—-referred to my fore 
met letters on thesame subject—insisted that my apii encasions, of evidently impend- 
ine danger of hesfilities, were now fully sustained by facts; and appealing to the 
Executive of the United States, tu exercise the power to cail forth a portion.cf Mi- 
tia.as I had befere requested. 

On-the 25th of April, I addressed Major General Irwir. commanding the 5th 
Division, adverting to the apprehensions of meditated hostilities, entertained by the 
‘phabitants cf Macon, Russell and Barbour; the measures I had taken for the trans- 
portaiicn of arms aud ammunition to Montgomery as before stated, that I hud re- 
recived inteliigence, by express, from Irwinton, that fears were entertained of the 
hostile intention of the Indiens in tbe vicinity, and having also been informed of the 
great deficiency of arms in that quarter, authorised him, if in his opinion necessary, 
to call for and receive from the officer, or other person, having them in charge at 
Montgomery, any number, not exceeding two hundred muskets, and a corresponding 
quantity cf the ammunition, This commnication also embraced an order to Major 
Gerl. Irwin in the f Rowing terms: 
"Une part of the State supposed to be in danger is temote from this place, and 


n your power to asord relief and protection, more speedily than the commanding 
mcer of any other. You are, therefore, required to assemble your comiNand by 
keximents (omitting the new Counties occupied by the Indians) and raise, and or- 
ganize, by voluntary enrciment, or Graft, if necessary, one battalion of Infantry, to 
consist of five companies, each to contain sixty four privates, one Captain, one Lieu- 
tenant, and ene Ensign, four Sergeants, four Corporals, cne drummer and one fifer, 
to be pirefiarcd to take the field at the shortest notice.” 

"] also deem it proper to say, that, in the event of your being satisfactorily in- 
formed ofthe actual commencement of hostilities, by the Indians, yor will be ex- 
fected to furnish our citezens with the most rompt assisianee and defence in your 


With two thousand muskets at Montgomery, and a large quantity of ammunition 
under the control of a Major General, commanding oze division, who was instructed 
to hold such valunteerjcompanies as were formed, or as might be formed with a view 
to the contemplated service, not exceeding one Regiment, iz readiness to march at a 
moment's warning; and another ordered to raise a battalion of five companies, £o be 
firsfiared to take the field at the shortest notice; and both being in the vicinity of the 
Indian territory, and invested with discretionary powers, that superseded the necessity 
of awaiting orders from the Executive, I had a right to indulge the confident expec- 
tation that all. practicable relicf would be afforded at the first onset of danger. 

But, at the date of my orders to the Major General of the 6th Division, and even 
within four or five days of the actual commencement of hostilities, he apprehended 
no immediate danger: indeed, up to the moment of the first blow, so contradictory 
Were rumors, representations and opinions, it was difficult te come to any satisfactory 
conclusion, Major General Shearer having returned home,in the mean time, on the 
2d May responded to my orders of the 18th April—only nine days before the first in- 
telligence of Indian murders reached me, at this place dy mail, In ns answer, after 
' assuring me of the promptness and efficiency with which he would afford relief to-our 
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fellow citizens, if hostilities should be commenced, he remarked, ‘Sut from the tese 
information I have been able to obtain, X Aave, at presente (2d af May ) no rearom 
10 anticipate such an event. Gen, Shearer further remarkedr 

“I have conversed with a gentleman, who has epeata good deal of time in the 
€reek country, since January, and ts recently from thcre, who gives it as his epinion, 
that there is nothing to be apprehended from the Indians, unlcas the daily introsions 
committed on them by the whites, shail drive them to desperation, Ialso fird this. 
view of the sabject taken by the editor of a Montgomery paper, and also by that c£ 
the Georgia Journal.” Asa conclusive proof that Gen, Shearer believed that he had 
«no reason to anticipate such am event,” so far as 1 am informed, he took no step, 
whatever, (as under diferent impre--iens he cettainfy weull have dose,) to hold ie 
readiness to march at a moments warning,” “such volunteer companies is were already 
formed, or as might be formed, with a view to the œ nteinpiitcd sem ice? 

Major General Irain, in his letter of the 4th of May, acknowledging the receipt 
of my orders to him of the 95h cf Apih remia kec—t I have no later information 
than you have received from Mr. Mergan, (the gentlemen who had brought mea 
communication frem the citizens ef Irwintea, before the issnance of my orders, 
except that a good many persons from this section ef the State deem it prudent nor 
to travel through the Indian country, from this to Columbus, Georgia, &e.” In the 
game letter Gen. Irwin added, «I will report to yeu all the inf rmation that I can 
rely uj on." But his letter contained no intimatien that treeps cught then to be 
marched into the patien: nor did I rcceive iny further report ? from him, till seme 
days after my. arrivat at Mentromery. Indeed, Information were the sane doubtfug 
aspect till the war had actually began; and even as late as the 16th of Mav, (five days 
after I had received inteliigence of thefirst murders} ihe wav-hil brought on by the 
stage, which left Montgomery on the night of the 15th, or morning ofthe 14th, had 
4 memorandum stating, in substance, that no danger was to be unpprehended from 
travelling through the nation. i 

The information received by the Secretary of War, was, no doubt, equally contras 
dictory and unsatisfactory, — E rcceived no answer to my communication of the 22d o£ 
March, (which has been herein bifore referred to, Y ib aboot the Tat of May, when 
ihe reply of the Secretary, cated 15th of April came to band, This communication 
maintained substantiilly the saumesround, taken in that of che 19h c£ March, as 
regarded the power of the President to cail into sersicea AMintia corps; and that “the 
facts disclosed in the communication I had transmitted did not seem to show sach « 
design to disturb the public tranguiltty, cu the part of the Creeks, as to require the 
immediate organiz ition of a force to keep them in subjection.” 

The Secretary also stated in this letter that Ire had **vritten to Major Genera! Scott, 
requesting him, shoud the danger become more cbvions, to Cetach a portion of his 
force, a5 soon as the operations in Florea would permit, upon this duty.” He 
further said—<«‘ In the mean time, however, shouid the conduct of the Creek Indians 
be sach as to leave no dsubt of their hostile intentions, Lam instracted by the Presidene 
to inform you, that he will sanction tlie catlirg out of such a torce, for the purpose of 
subduing them, as might he found necessary, previousiy to the adoption cf any other 
measufe, on the part « f the Tye. ernmeni, or the interference of Gen. Scott. I have to 
request, however, that no toice should be cated ont until the cxigency provided for ir 
the constitution arises, andthe hostile designs of the Indians become apparent." The 
clause of the constitution cf the United States here referred to, is in language as 
restrictive as our own—-confining the exercise of the power in question to the same 
object. : ; 

E may here add, the information before the War Department appears to have con- 
tinued of the sune character until the war commenced. For, after my arrival at 
Montgomery, I received from the Secretary a letter, dated Sth of May, in reply to 
Ty two letters of the 15th and 1806 of April, in which he briefly referred to Ais letter 
of the 15 h of April, in reply to mine of rhe 22v March, just noticed, as having 
communicated “the measures which the President had deemed proper to authorise, 
to prevent or suppress any hostile efforts cfthe Creek Indians in the State of Alabama; 
repeating the belief that those Indians did not meditate disturbances; and leaving me to 
act according to the views presented ini his previ us communication; 

The first intelligence that reached me going bevond the mere expression of appre- 
hensions of dinger, was from Brigadier General John Brantley, commanding the 6th 
Division, in the absence of Major General Shearer, bearing date at Selma, May 10th 
1836, aud received on the 1Hth, in which he said, ** an express borne by the Rev; M- > 
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Dawsen, of Columbus, Georgia, came to Gen. Shearer yesterday, calling loudly for 
aid in suppressing the hostilities of the Creek Indians. Letters were likewise received, 
giving me conclusive evidence that the Indians had actually commenced hostilities on 
the white inhabitants.” But ever this communication contained nospecification of any 
particular act of war, i | 

Having prevailed on the Postmaster at this place, to keep the mail open, for thé 
purpose of enabling me to despatch orders, I answered Gen. Brantley by the return 
mail, that shouid the information received be confirmed, or remain uncontradicted, 
“yon will organize the troops which may have been required to rendezvous at 
Montgomery, and subsist them through the agency of Qaarter Masters for the present, 
You will also cause them, when organized, armed and equipped, to march with the 
utmost firompltiiude to the theatre of hostilities, and defend and give firotection, ae 
far as practicable, to our citizens. J also informed him that, in all prebibility, a 
battalion would be ready to march fromthe 5th Division, under my orders to Gen. 
Irwin, to whom I directed him, if he found zhat additional force necessary, to give. 
“the earliest notice practicable and furnish. them with arms and ammuniticp from 
Montgomery." I farther directed him, on the receipt of my order, to ‘repair 
immediately to Montgomery, and endeavor to ascertain, with as mueh certainty as 
possible, the number of Indians engaged, or likely to be engaged in hostility against 
the whites, and communicate to me the result withact delay.” 

On the same night I despatched an order to the commanding General of the 4th 
Division, communicating the substance of the information, I had just received from 
Gen, Baaniley, and requiring him to “accept of volunteers to the nnmber of ten 
companies," and if such number did not volunteer, to “supply the deficiency by 
Qrafting?—thcse companies to be mounted, and held ‘sin readiness to march ata mo- 
ment's warning." 

No additional information on the subject reached me till the evening of the 16th of 
May, when I received such communicatien, forwarded by express, as confirmed the 
intelligence received an the 11th from Gen. Brantley. I immediately issued addition- 
al orders to the commending General of the 4th-Division, whieh-J despatched by 
express, announcing to him that the apprehensions, on which I had founded my order 
ofthe 11th, had been fully realized—that the war had begun—and requiring him 
with the least fiossible delay, to complete the organization cf the Regiment;" to 
“call on Captain Harding (to whem 1 also. wrote upon the subject) for the arms, 
accoutrements, &c., and, when organized and cquipped, direct the Colonel Com- 
mandant to march, with the utmost expedition, to Irwinton, and there await further 
orders.” E 

At the same time I employed Msjor Henry L. Martin (whose energy and patriotism 
had been well tested in the Florida campaign) as a special agent to be the bearer of 
another requisition on Capt. Harding, for **two thousand additional muskets,” with 
a supply of ammunition, **four or five pieces of field artillery, completely equipped 
for service,” and cavalry equipments, including pistols and swords, sufficient for one 
battalion.” 

I also despatched an order of the same date, to Major General Patteson, of the Ist 
Division, apprizing him of the commencement of hostilities; ef the measures I had 
taken; my conviction **'that economy as well as safety, dictated the propriety of 
having an efficient force at once; requiring him to raise a battalion of five companies, 
by voluntary enrolment, or draft if necessary; and. when organized, to order it **to 
march with all possible expedition to Monigomery,” where the troups would be armed 
and equipped. 

Having long personally known Major General Patteson; aware of his having served 
reputably to himself, and advantagecusly to his country, ina former campaign against 
the same enemy; and with the most implicit confidence in his intelligence, honor and 
courage, I also directed him, as soon as he had issued the necessary orders, to repair 
in person to Montgomerv, with such staff officers as he might think necessary, in 
order to take the ccmmand, 

J likewise sent notices to the officers of six volunteer companies of the 2d Division, 
which had been raised in Februarv, and invited them to the field ; but they had 
become so much dispersed, and, having been raised as infantry, it was found so difficult 
to mount them, as I had required, that few of them were enabled to participate in 
the service. 

Having despatched such orders, as were deemed necessary to bring an efficient force 
inte ‘the field, in the shortest practicable time; anc having made such requisitions 
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And arrangements as were, in my opinion, calculated to ensure a sufficient sopply ef 
arms and munitions, I left this place on the same night (in the mail coach) for 
Montgomery, where I arrived on the evening of the 18th of May ; and established my 
Head Quarters, with a view to facilitate and expedite, as far as might be in my 
power, a vigorous prosecution, and speedy termination of the campaign. 

After my arrival at. Montgomery, I found it impossible to obtain any satisfactory 
information in regard to the number of Indians engaged in hostility. “Rumors and 
reports were numerous and various; sometimes estimating the number of hostile war- 
riors at eight hundred or a thousand; and again at from two to three thousand, I soon 
became convinced however, that a large—proportion of these called the ‘lower 
Creeks” were unfriendly, and many of them in arms; and as Indians rarely, or-never, 
remain idle spectators of a war amongst them, cr in their vicinity, and are, moreover, 
accustomed to join the party they deem most powerful in the field, all my energies 
were directed to the most speedy concentration of sufficient numbers of troops at 
important points within the enemy's country, to overawe and hold him in check, and 
to prevent those who had notaireadytakeuup arms, from doing so. Deeming Irwinton 
one cf the most important points, not only on account of the imminent danger to 
which its innabitants, and those of the circumjacent country were exposed, but, also, on 
the ground that when the enemy became pressed, he would probably attempt to make 
his-way to Florida, on this side of the Chatahoochee, I despatched an order, on the 
20th of May, to Brigadier Gen. Moore, an officer of high’character for energy and 
promptitude, of the 4th Division, fron which, as before shown, I had called a Regi- 
ment, to proceed to Irwintcn, and take command of the troops that might be in thai 
place or its vicinity. I i 

On the same day, I erdered from the 7th Brigade, commanded by Brigadier 
Gen. Brantley, three additional companies of Infantry. 

Apprehending the possibility that there might still be a deficiency of troops; (fully 
impressed with the opinion that the most Liudable economy was that of blood rather 
than of treasure; and deeming it proper to augment our force till it should be soff- 
cient to averwhelm the enemy at once, on the 29th of May, (after consultation with 
Major General Patteson, who had arrived the preceding day) I despatched an order 
to the Major General of the 7th Division, requiring him to raise another Battal- 
ion, to rendezvous at Montgomery, on or before the 13th of June, Thad already 
accepted, or caused to be raised, local volunteer companies in Coosa, Tallapoosa, 
Talladega, Benton and Cherokee, to ezsure-the-defence of those counties respec- 
lively. 

Y hed: from the commencement, considercd it very important to secure the 
friendship of as large a portion ef the tribe as possible, and’ also the co operation 
of some of their principal warriors. With, this view I invited a visit, at Mont- 
go mery, from Hop-thle Yoholo, the most influential Chief of the upper Crecks, 
und about twelve others, with whom I held a talk on the 29th ef May, which re- 
sulted in a promise, on their part, to bring a large number of warriors to our as- 
sistance, whenever we might be ready for active operations. 

To guard against the possibility of a successful rett eat of the Indians, on the 23th 
of May, I addressed a communication **to the Commanding Officer of the Georgia 
Militia, at Columbus,” apprising him of my plan of operations, the number of troops 
that were then, or shortly would be at Tuskegee, and at Irwinton, besides friendly 
indians; the importance of guarding the east branch of the Chatahoochee, opposite 
the whole line of Barbour county; inviting the co-operation of the troops that were 
in the service of Georgia, and suggesting the wish to terminate the war by a simulta- 
neous movement of the several corps. I alsoinformed him we shouldjptobably be in 
readiness fo advance from the several points, occupied by the Alabama troops, by 
the 5th proximo, at farthest. 

Atabama may indulge feelings of just pride, in the chivalrous conduct of her 
brave and generous sons. "Phe people of no State have ever furnished a better prac- 
tical illustration of the theory, that citizen soldiers may be relied on, as a sure 
guaranty of the safety of a free country. Never was a more cheerfo! alacrity,or a 
more patriotic enthusiasm evinced, than by the population ofevery part of the State, 
upon which the several 1equisivons were made. It would be invidious to particular. 
ize the promptitude of any one Division, Brigade -er-Regiment. The same lofty 
spirit of chivalry, and patriotisn distinguished every corps. It was sufficient [for 
them that they were informed the war whoop was-resounding within our before 
peaceful limits; and that savage conflagrations were threatening to sweep over, de- 
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mopolate, and devastate the ccuntry of thei#brethren, and friends, They knew it 
was the indiscriminate warfare of the tomahawk and- scalping knife, that spared 
neither age nor sex, Their bosoms burned with just indignation; they heard, and re- 
sponded to their country’s first call for. help. No drafting, no coerceive measures 
were necessary to call forth more than a sufficient number of troops; the difficulty 
was more frequently in. determining who should be left at home, (as shey were dis- 
posed to regard it) in inglurious ease. Remote as many were from the theatre of 
hostilities, varying from one hundced and fifty to three hundred miles—in most in- 
stances in zen, and (it is believed) ín none exceeding fifteen days, they were at the 
post of danger, with armor buckled on, pledging life and honor on freedom's altar, to 
avenge the blood of their countrymen. 

The Commanding General had been, some days, at the principal paint of rendez- 
vous, anxiously awaiting the arrival of sufficient numbers to justify him in advancing, 
prudently, upon the enems—=39 as not only be able to vanquish him, but to make the 
frst blow, the finishing one. — About the 5th dav of June, Major General Jessup, of 
the United States Army, an officer distinguished for his gallantry and experience, 
arrived at Tuskegee. the Head Quarters of Major General Patteson, and a few days 
thereafter, assumed the command. I am gratified to believe the most perfect har- 
mony and good feeling prevailed between those distinguished” officers, throughout. 
the remainder of the campaign. 

That portion of the troops. under the immediate command of Major General Pat-- 
| teson toak up the line of march from Tuskegee, for the camps of the enemy on the 
12th of June, and were, in a few daysjoined bv a large body of the friendly warriors, 
whose co-operation had been secured, as befere stated, Nea Mathla, the prin- 
cipal Chief of the hostile party, having been previously captired by an advanced 
party of friendly Indians, on the 22d of June, the most formidable part of his fol- 
lowers, yielding to our siperior force, without waiting to receive a blow, surrender- 
ed to Gen. Parteson, unconditionaliy, , ` 

The southern extremity of the territory occupied by the enemy had been offectually 
guarded, by the troops under the immediate command of Brigadier General Moore. 
They had scoured that part of the Nation lying in Barbour and bordering on Pike,. 
and had taken a number of prisoners. It is believed, not an Indian escaped to Flori- 
da on this side of the Chataheochee. Ina very few days, the remaining warriors, 
who had taken up arms, were captured by the citizen soldiers of Alabama,and the 
war terminated, 

raving received a report from Major General Patteson, under date ofthe 22d of 
June, announcing these important and gratifying results, so far as they were connec- 
t'd with his immediate command, I addressed Major General Jessup, on the 28th-of 
June, suggesting that unless General Patteson was much mistaken (which I could 
nut suppose,) the war might be considered at an end, and remarked:— 

"If the conclusion just intimated, be correct, the question of deepest interest to- 
Alabama, involves the time and manner of removing the Indians. We shall never 
have tranquility whilst they remain amongt ug." . i then proceeded to urge, with 
due deterence, ** the sheediesr possible removal of all who were, even remotely im- 
plicated in the commencement, or participation of the war—excefi? those who might 
have committed, or been a-cessary to the murder of any of our citizens.” I added— 
"Of any, and ail such individaals, I feel constrained to cláim a surrender to the 
civil authorities of the several countiesin which the crimes may have been perpetra- 
ted, that they may suffer the penalty. prescribed by the laws of Alabama.” 

In another communication to Major General Jessup, bearing date the ist of Ju- 
ly, after adverting tothe information I had received from the Cherokee country 
in regard to the danger apprehended in that quarter, from Creek Indians to the 
number of five ar six thousand (as estimated) who^had intruded there, togethor 
with certain disaffected Cherokees, I remarked: ** Next to the immediate re- 
moval of the hostile Creeks,. lately subdued, I cannot imagine a more acceptable 
service, that can be rendered. to the State of Alabama, than to remove all the 
Creeks, who are amongst the Cherokees, in the shortest. practicable time.” T 
also suggested the -convenience of letting the troops, then in service, from the Ist 
and 7th Divisions, take the Cherokee country in their way, on their return march, 
and deliver the Creeks, alluded to, at some point on the Tennessee river, within 
our limits, <o je i a à 

‘Ut.affords me pleasure to say, Gen. Jesup rhanifested a ready acquiescence in all the 
views I have mentioned, in regard to the surrender of those charged with crimes, and 
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the remsvul of the Indians, genevaty; and I shonid doinjustice to that distingaisft- 
ed officer, were I not on this occasion to bear testimony to tho uniform zeal, energy 
and abitity, which characterized atl his operations, from the time he assumed the 
command of our troops. Those belonging to the hostile party, being near three 
thousand, souls, were promptly removed, at the termination of hostilities—except 
such as were surrendered to the civil aürhorities; and since the 30.h of August, 
about fourteen thousand of the friendly partv—saking in all about. seventeen thou- 
sand-—have been remaved. None ofthe Nation now remains on thisside of the 
Mississippi, except'the warriors who are aidinz us against the Seminole Iadians ia 
Florida, and their families—in all amounting to about fourteen thousand five hum. 
dred souls—wvho will follow their brethren to. then destined homes, sosoon as they 
return from that campaign. We are thus forever? freed, 1 trust, from a population 
which never could have been idenufied, and never would have harmonized, in char- 
acter, feeling or interest, with an emightened and civilized community. 

We have todament the loss of some valuable lives, and the destrnction of much 
property by this war. We can only deplore the. fate ot those who unfortunately fell 
Victims; but something may, and ought to be done, to indemnify those who have suf- 
fered the loss of their habitations, their provisions, and their crops. The Gwern- 
ment of the United States has, it is believed, accorded such indemnity in some 
similar instances. If the enemy had the means cf reparaticn, we could certainly 
Claim it, bv the laws of war. and on principiesof justice. It is probable the lands of 
many of the hosule Indians reraained undisposed of, to fair and bona fide purchasers, 
at the commencement of the war, 1f so, would it not be just and peoper for the, 
General Government to apply the proceeds, as far as. they would go, towards the‘ 
remuneration of our citizens who have sustained tosses, in many instances ruinous? 
l would respectfully commend a presentation of these claims, by may of memorial 
to the Congress cf the United States, at the next session. 

{ also deem it proper, on this occa«ron, to remind you of certain claims, which 
(hough no doubt just and meritorious) Lam informed have not been liquidated by ` 
the officers of the United States, charged with the Quarter Master's. and Subsistence 
Departments—on the ground, as it isunderstood, that they are not embraced by ihe ' 
terms of the act of Congress, by which they are governed. At the commencement; 
and iu the early stages of the war, there were no officers of the United States at the 
places cf rendezvous, and, at some of them, no regular supplies of arms, ammuni- 
tion, camp equipage, or subsistence. Under these circumstances, in some instances, 
‘dur own citizens furnished the troops, hastily assembled for the defence of their 
brethren, with such articles, or with substitutes for them—for which they have re- 
ceived nocompensation, It is believed, this was more especially the cise at Irwin- 
ton. Such assistance was demanded by the necessities of the occasion; and those 
who afforded it ought not to suffer loss. i 

Agin, the amount allowed by the act of Con rress, for pay and travelling expenses 
has, in many instances, proved inadequate, andthe excess required, has been gener- 
ously paid by officers, or other indieidaals, who had the necessary fuds. Would it 
not be more accordant with the public spirit and patriot:s v. of those, who made these 
advances, to pay them out of the public treasury? The amount of those several 
claims would probably be refunded, on proper representation to Congress; but if not, 
the loss to the State would be inconsidcrabie, though it might fall heavily on indi- 
viduals. : 

The entire remova of the Creeks, in the course of a few months, will leave within 
our borders a portion of the Cherokee Nation only. Yor are aware that the whole 
territory lately claimed by that tribe, on this side of the Mississippi, has been ceded 
to the United Sfates, by a treaty ratified atthe late session of Congress, which em- 
-braces stipulations for their speedy removal. - Tt wasrepresented during the last sunj- 
‘mer, that a part of this Nation were dissatisfied with the treaty, in consequence of 
which, and the number of destitute Creeks then amongst them, some apprehensions 
of danger were felt by the white setders, More recently, it is understood, they have 
held a council, at which they came to a determination not to abide by the treaty, but ` 
to disavow the authority of \hose who made it. — : 

There can be no question, that the conclusion of such an arrangement with the 
Government of the United States, for the sale of their country, and their emigration 
west of the Mississippi, has been long delayed, by a few "interested. and designing: 
men, amongst the Cherckees; and there is little doubt the same individuals will con- . 
tibug their excrtinns to: create and'éxtend a spirit of diéchejtent amengst thé Apnoseat. 
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classes. Although «ome of the Cherokees are educated, and familiar with the arts of 
civilization, it will be conceded by all, whoare really acquainted with the mass of 
the tribe, that they are stillin a rude, and unenlightened condition. "Thcir chief 
advacment has been in the vicious habits and principles of the worst class of white 
men, [tis impossible to foresee the extremes, to which untutored savages may be 
carried, even by imaginary wrongs. ence, it would secm expedient, to adopt some 
contingent plan, for the protection of the lives and property of the white inhabitants, 
residing among them, aud on the borders of the territory, which they still oconpy.— 
There can never be any difficulty in obteining men, in sufficient numbers t rect any 
emergency, that may arise. Ai: that is necessary isto give authority to call out troops 
without awaiting the contingencies contemplated by the constitution, and furnish the 
requisite funds for their subsistence. 

I would, also, beg leave to renew my recommendation atthe last session, that “a 
more summary mode of triai and punishment” be provided for offenders of this des- 
cription: I have no doubt the immediate trial and punishment of the first perpetra- 
tors of crime, in the event of hostilities, would have a mostsalutary effect on others. 
As the law row stands, our Circuit Judges do not feel authorised to cail a special court, 
to originate, as well astry, a criminal prosecution. If such power were accorded, in 
regard to Indians, charged with high crimes, it might save much expense, that would 
be incurred by long imprisonment, and at the same time conduce much to our safety. 

Whilst on the subject of the Cherckees, I am forcebly reminded of ancther claim 
of its whiteinhabitants. They are, mphaticaliy, pioneers in the settlement of that 
portion of our State. Anticipatin its speedy acquisition, many of them went into it, 
_ settled upon and improved lands, not in the immediate occupancy of the Indians, in 

advance of its purchase by the Government. They have sufferedall the hardships, 
and privatious, which are ever inseparable from the settlement and improvement of 
anew country. They have given enhanced value to those lands, now the property of 
the United States, by opening roads, by clearing and cultivating farms, and by crea- 
ting an abundant supply of the means of subsistence—to say nothing of numerous other , 
improvements, which always accompany the march of civilization. They have 
opened the way for those who have more money, but less enterprise. They have 
thus entitled themselves to such privilezes, as have been repeatedly accorded to other 
settiers; that is, to rights of pre-emption.to limited parcels of land, to include the im- 
provements made by the labonr of theirown hinds. It has often been demonstrated 
within the last few years, that the Government loses nuthing by granting this privi- 
lege, even in the amount of money received, thatitis deemcd unnecessary to adduce 
proof on this occasion. This policy has also greatly accelerated the sales of the pub- 
lic domain, By it the quantity sold has been increased, and the amount received 
into the Treasury has been greatly augmented, Under these views, I would sug- 
gest the expediency of appealing to Congress for a revival of the laws granting rights 
of pre-emption to actual settlers on the public lands. 

I herewith lay before you a copy of an act of Congress, passed at the last session, 
entitled “An act to regulate the deposites of the Public Money” which has been 
transmitted to me officially by che Sezretary ofthe Treasury of the United States, 
for the consideration of the proper authorities of this State. The 13th section of this 
act presents for your deliberatioa a novel question, and ore of the h'ghest impor- 
tance. It has perhaps never been in the power of any other Government to present 
a similar one. It relates to the disposition which shall be made of a surjilus revenue, 

You will perceive the section aliuded to provides “thatthe money which saall be 
in the Treasury of the United States, on the first day of January, 1837, reserving the 
sum of five millous of collars, shall be deposited wtih such of the several States, in 
proportion to their respective representation in the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States, as shall, by law, authorise their Treasurers, or the compe- 
tent authorities, to receive the same on the terms thereinafter specified, &c.” If we 
determine to accept the proportion of revenue contemplated, we areto be required, 
to give *'certificates of deposite therefor,” signed by the ‘Treasurer, or other com- 
petent authorities,” ‘which certificates shall express the usual and legal obligations, 
and pledges the faith of the State, for the safe keeping and refayment thercof, and 
shall pledge the faith of the States receiving the same, to jay the said moneys, and 
every hart thereof, from time to time, whenever the same may be required by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, for the purpose of defraying any wants of the pubiic 
Treasury, beyond the amonnt of the five millions aforesaid." Under a proviso, 
however, the money so deposited cannot ‘‘be called for in sums exceeding ten thou- 
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sand dollars from any one State, in any one month, without previous notice of thirty 
days, for every additional sum of twenty thousand dollars, which may at any time be 
required.” l 

te is apparent that the laws does not intend a gift or unqualified grant of the pro- 

ortion of the surplus revenue, that would fall to any one State: On the contrary, the 
aith of each State istobe pledged, in the most solemn forms of law, to repay “the 
said moneys and every part thereof, from time to time, whenever the same may be 
required, by the Secretary of the Treasury, &c.” 

Ít is presumed there will be no difficulty in determining the cxpediency of becom. 
Ing the depository of our portion of the surplus revenne; for if we were merely to 
distribute it amongst our several Banks, under discreet and proper management, tt 
would be a source of considerable prefit to the State. But, how it may be employed 
most advantageously, always keeping in view our obiligation to refund it, when re- 
quired, and keeping in our power the facilities of redeeming the public: faith, is x 
|... A. question ef the deepest importance to the interest and character of our State. The 

. country being in a state of profound peace, and of prosperity rever equalled, it is 
reasonably to suppose, theamouut received mav remain long in our hands uncalled for, 
Is it not reasonable to suppose, those funds could be dispensed with bv the Govern- 
ment of the United States, a sufficient length of time to enable usto accomplish some 

. desirable plan for the improvement of our facilities of intercommunication, by which 
— all the great divisions of the State would be benefitted?

It would perhaps be difficul: to deter- 
mine whether the Northern, or Southern division of the State would receive most 
advantage. At either extreme it would intersect navigable streams, and other facili- 
ties of transportation, with ramifications into almost” 


Ẹ every district. Inthe meantime,

There can be little doubt tho 

foundation of her prosperity and greatness has been principally laid in her great 

pubiic works. Her sisters, Pennsylvania and Ohio are following successfully in her 

= 4 footsteps. Some of our sister States of the South, that were before careless, and 

l inactive, have, within the last few years, been roused from their lethargy, and. are 

E now vigorously engaged in the improvement of their great natural advantages. [tis 

no longer a question of meye experimental policy: the advantages of such improve- 

ments have been practically illustrated. Shall we remain indifferent, and inactive 

spectators of enterprizing policy; or shall we boldly grasp the means in our power, 

. and advance witha determined spirit, and a steady hand, in noble emulation of their 
- wise examples? i 

It will be recolleted that by the act of Congress for our admission into the Union, 

it was provided, that five per cent. of the net proceeds of the public lands tobe sold

ties bordering upon, or near that majestic stream. Its completion would give almost 
anintcrrupted steam-boat navigation from New Orleans through the northern end of 
this State, from west to east. : 

You are apprised of the character of this work, and the manner in which it was 
| commenced. By an act approved on the 23d May, 1828, Congress granted four hun- 
| dred thousand acres of certain relinquished lands, to be applied to the improvement 

of the Tennessee river, and the surplus, if any, to be applied to the improvement of 
the Coosa, Cahawba and Black Warrior rivers. This grant was accepted by the 
Legislature eight years ago. Much the greater portion of the land has been sold; and 
it is now ascertaincd, beyond doubt that the improvement cannot be completed with. 
the fundsthus produced. A canal of about fifteen miles in extent, embracing and 
obviating the most formidable obstructions, will be finished, and opened for navigation 
inavery short time. Ifthis work were accomplished, as originally designed, all the 
rich productions of the State lying north, and northwest of us, might be brought by 
steam-boats to any point on the Tennessee river, within our State. Thence to the 
southern part of the State, it would be easy to bring them, with trifling expense, 
through the channel of transportation, te which I have before invited your attention: 
Shall we permit a work of so much interest to remain in its more than half finished 
condition, to the great and immediate injury of an important division of the State, 
when we have the prospect óf abundant means at our command. N

the security of our rights, than the correct and faithful administration of our laws.— 
The certainty of the law is almost as desirable, as the adaption of its provisions to 
the interests, principles and feelings of a community. 
never be generally known and understood; and, when this is not the case, how can 
individuals regulate their conduct and transactions with safety? Without adequate 
attainments one Judge may so decide. the law, as to make that act criminal which 
another, perhaps more competent, would determine to be perfectly harmless; one 
Court may so determine the law that one man may sustain his right of propertv, when 
| another would so adjudge it, as to defeat a similar claim, equally well founded; one 

man’s reputation may pay pass the ordea! of judicial scrutiny untarnished—anotker’s 
may be utterly ruined. How important, then, that justice should be ably as well as 
faithfully administered. j 

The salaries of our Judges of the Supreme Court are now what they were seventeen 
years ago. While the expense of living, and the value of almost every thing necessary 
to oàr comfort has advanced, the salaries of this most important class of officers, who 
pas» judgment in the last resort upon questions which affect life, liberty, property and 
Tepuration, have remained stationary. 

The Judges of the Circuit Courts, 19 whom is confined by eur coustitution, ‘rir 
ginal jurisdicticn in al! matters, civil and criminal," with few and uiómportant excep, 
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Adding the amounts of these two funds to our probable proportion * 
of the surplus revenue (which may be estimated at near a million of dollars) we should 


Without its certainty, it can- 
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tions, aye even worse paid for their services, In criminal cases, involving life and 
character, the decisions of the Circuit Courts arc final, unless the presiding Judge 
may choose to consider a question ‘novel or difficult.” E 

All will agree that the ablest lawyers should be upon'tüe bench. Where is the, 
lawyer of talents, experience and industry, in any part of our State, who cannot make 
more by the practice of his profession, than fifteen hundred dollars:—It would be 
difficult to find such an one. Is it reasonable, or is it just, to expect a man who can 
realize by his practice, twenty-five hundred or three thousand dollars, perhaps more, 
tosacrifice so much of his pecuniary interest, and incura responsibility so much 
higher, for the mere honor of the station? When a competent Judge is on the Bench, 
itis desirable tokeep him there; if he be worthy of the trust reposed in him, he will 
improve by experience, with the aid of industry, and his decisions will be uniform. 
At the prescul rate of compensation, it-cquizes the services of buta very few years te 
satisfy the incumbent, that he can subserve the interest of his family to more advan- 
tage in almost in any other pursuit; herce,; our Courts are almost continually chang.ng. 

No southern State is more prosperous, or more rich in rescurces than our own, yet 
better salaries are given in every State South of the Potomac, and bordering on the 
Atlantic, or Gulffot Mexico. ‘ The smallest salaries given to the Judges cf the Supreme 
Court in any of these States, is twenty-five hundred dollars; in one three thousand; in 
another thirty-five hundred; and in ancther five thousand dollars. In the same States 
the salaries of the Circuit Judges range-from two thousand to twenty-five hundred 
dollars. Arethe people of Alabama less careful of their rights, that they are willing 
to entrust them to less competent tribunals—or are they less liberal or less just, to 
those who dovote their time and labor to their service?” 

Many will be surprised to learn (as they may be by, turning to cur statutes) that . 
there is not a Cashier, or Teller, employed in any bank, or branch bank of the State, 
who does not receive a higher salary, than a Judge of the Supreme Court. The 
salary of the Cashier of the Branch of the ‘State Bank at Mobile, is four thousand 
dollars, that of the First Teiler twenty-five hundred dollars. The salary of the 
Cashier of the Bank cf the State of Alabama is twenty-five hundred dollars; that of 
the Teller two thousand dollars. The salaries of the Cashiers of the branch banks 
at Montgomery, Huntsville and Decatur are two thcusand dollars cach, and those of 
the Tellers eighteen hundred. dollars each. These Cashiers are, also, generally j 
furnished with comfortable houses tor their families. The Book keepers in all these 
banks receive salaries of fifteen hundred dollars cach—bring the same amount given. 
to your Ciren.t Judges. I do not complain of these salaries; they were doubtless 
given to obtain the services of men of integrity and.skill, with whom our money 
would be secure. Should we give jess te secure integrity and talents in those, with 
' whom we entrust the safety of our lives, and all besides that we hold dear? 

Solicitors are another class of officers, whese compensation is not only inadequate, 
but, in my opinion, giving in an injudicicus mode. The salary of a Solicitor is two 
hundred and fifty dollars, with sucl fees or perquisites as are allowed by law. Both 
salary and perquisites are wholly unequal to tLe labor and responsibility of the office. 

- A Solicitor, whilst on the Circuit has very little time to devote to any other business. 

The larger portion of the profits of the office now depends upon the contingency of 
convicting the defendant; consequently the temptation is holden out, either tourgea 
prosecution beyond the requirements of justice (which no government ought to desire) 
for the sake of adding to an insufficient salary; or perhaps, to agree to merely a nom- 
. jnal fine, 70 secure the tax fee, Il think the entire compensation of those officers 
‘should be certain, fixed, and paid exclusively by the State. 

The officer-who prosecutes for the State, in important cases, is usually obliged to 
contend against the best lawyers: and most skilful advocates, and very often more than 
one. "This being the case; to render public justice certain and efficient, and to restrain 
and punish the lawless, the Solicitor should possess intcgrity, learning, talents and 
energy. To secure such an officer, it would doubtless be a better plan io give him a 
fixed and respectable salary; and let the fees, now taxed for him, in cases of convic- 
tion, continue as part of the punishment, but be paid into tbe treasury as a counter- 

. poise to the increase of compensation. On this plan, it is believed, ver little more 
money would be paid out of the treasury, than is now paid? i 

By the act of Congress authorising us **to form a constitution and State government," . 
we are promised admission into the Union ‘upon the same footing with the original - 
States, in all respects whatsoever?” and our admission "was, subsequently declared 
‘by Congress, to be on'these terms. ‘Chesame may bé said of all the other new States; 
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yet, wc have never been permitted fo participate eguad/y in one important department 
of the government cf the Unicn. fe have no Judges ofthe Supreme Court, and 
have no Circuit Court of the United States held, in the seven States last admitted.— 
Are we on “the same footing with the original States, in all resfiects soAatsoeverg"— 
Who wil say weare? Isnot the due administration of the laws as important as 
their enactment? Although we have repeatedly urged this subject upon Congress, in 
vain, I trust that we are not destined to meet the same result hereafter. It would be 
too humiliating to suppose the General Government would disregard any obligation; 
therefore, I would advise a reassertion ef “our claim toan extension of the Judiciary 
pystem, so as to embrace all the States, : 

I cani ot forbear to call your attention again, to the crime of unlawful gaming, and 
the obvicus incíficiency of cur existing laws, to restrain its perpetration.” I allude to 
those games aud tables which are practised and nsed by professional gamblers. d

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woud respectfully, but earnestly, beg leave to refer you to my views upon this subject 
as expressed atthe jast sessicn, “a ey have undergone no change, unless it be, that 
Tam more jully satistied by another: year’s observation, and occasional reflection on 
ihe subject, that it is a reproach to the character of our laws and institutions, that 
they are not sufficicnt to restrain a class of men, who hase the hardihood to infest our 
cities and towns, and live, almost cpen'y, by swindling and marauding on the honest 
but unwary and indiscrect part of society. Jt is to be deprecated that men, advanced 
in life,-with the care of fam'lies who must participate in the consequences of their 
indiscretion, may sometimes be made the prey of those rapacious moral vultures; but 
the most deplorable censideraticn connected with the subject, is the pernicious and 
ruinious influence, wrought by theiralluring and diabolical artifices, on the rising gen- 
eration. “The gaming table is, emphatically, the curse .of youth. It opens the way 
to vice of almost every description; it anhinges the moral feelings; it not only ruins 
fortune, but destroy character; the confidence of society; self-respect; and if not lof- 
lowed by self immolation, very often leaves the infatuated young man a victim of dis- 
ease, vice and intemperance, to be mourned over and pitied by his friends, and loathed 
and contemned by the rest of mankind. Is there no remedy—no way of preventing 
or suppressing this monstrous evil? There is one, which has been well tested, and 
has proved effectual in at least cne of our oldest and most respectable sister States— 
that is to punish such offenders ignonimously. If you have not a Penitentiary in which 
to punish them by ard labor and inipfirisonment, carry out the principles of your 
«criminal code, by inflicting on such perpetrators such other 1gnonimous punishment, 
as your laws provide for crimes of kindred character. ; 

I would respectfully invite your attention to the laws relating to public weighers in 


` the cityjof Mobile. The law'authorises the Mayor and Aldermen of the city of Mobite 


to appoint as many cottcn weighers, as they may deem necessary to accommodate 
the public interest; and forbids any other porson to act asa public weigher, under the 
penalty of fifty dollars for each offence. 

The class of public agents exercise powers which may effect the interests of indi- 
viduals to considerable extent. They are invested with authority to determine the 
weight of cotton without the necessary presence of the owner or purchaser; and though 
it may frequently happen that the ZurcAaser is present, the planter seldom is.— 
F hen any dispute arises, in relation to deduction on wet, or damaged cotton, such 
deductions are to be made by any two or more of such public weighers; but, when no 
questions of the kind is raised, it is presumed a sigle public weiger makes the deduc- 

` ticn according lo his own discretion. No rule is, or perhaps can be laid down, by 
which the deduction can be regulated; consequently, the loss of the planter.may be 
determined by arbitrary will, or the corjecture of an individual, The power thus con- 
fided is great, and might be much abused. - 

Those whose rights are thus involved, have no participancy in the appointment of 
the agent, nor is the agent directly responsible to them. It is questionable, as the 
law now stands, whether a party, supposing himself iffured, would have the power 
to put in suit the bond of the weigher given to the Mayor and Aldermen—the only 
law which authorises him to put such bond in suit referring'to one required by a 
former law, now repealed, to be given to the Judge of the County Court, and fora 
different penalty. ' And, though a planter may think injustice has been done him, by 
a public weigher, he cannot displace hiim, but may be compelled to abide by his dis- 
cretion and judgment. | : ; f 

It is submitted to your wisdom, whether it would not be better to repeal the law, 
and abolish the officc--if it may be so called—leaving the responsibility on the com- 
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mission merchant alone, who is paid for his agency, and wAsse interest it will be to do 
justice to his employer. It is understood that a law similar to our own, which existed 


- fora time ina sister -Stare, has, on experiment, proved unsatisfactory, and been 


repealed. It may also be worthy of consideration, whether additional guards for all 
the interests connected with our'staple might not be provided by legislative enact- 
ments. 1 

it cannot have escaped your observation, that thé Legislature of Pennsylvania, at 
theirlastsession, passed an act granting a new charter to the stockholders of the late 
Bank of the United States, with a capital ofthirty-five millions of dollars, to continue, 
under the same rame, for the term of thirty years. Whatever may be our iidividual 
opinions as to the manner in which the charter may have been obtained, or the effect 
it may have *.sewhere, itis not our province to say. With the policy er expediency 
of.this measure we have nothing to do; they bolong exctusively to the people of a sister 
State. ee 

But there is a question connected with ihe management of this institution of deep, 
and, in a financial point of view, of vital interest to our State. T allude to the estab- 
lishment of a Branch, or Agency within our limits. 
-—h my opinion, it would be unwise in us to suffer any Banking Institution, of any 
ether State, or Govermment, to send a Bianch into cur State. We are fully compe- 
tent to the management of our own affairs, in this department. We bave our own 
Banks, cither owued.exclusively by the State or her own citizens; and whatever profits 
arise from their operations, go into our treasury, for the public benefit, or return to 
the pockets of aur own people. It is only necessary to know the amount of foreign 
capital'employed here in this business, and the rate of discount, to enable us to esti- 
mate the amount which would be abstracted annually from the increasing wealth of 
the State. Itis usual, too—nay, almost universally the case—the Banks pay a bonus 
for the extraordinary privileges which they exercise; yet, in the event suppsed, we 
should not even have this poor return. — * . 
, Ifa branch established in the usual mode, would be objectionable, how much more 
so would'be an agency? A branch might be expected to have a Board of Directors, 
composed of our own citizens, known to us and having some interest in common, and 
some sympathy with us, But an agency would be without this treble guaranty, and 
woul! be utterly irresponsible to those, over whose rights and interests it might, and 
doubtless would, wield a most powerful inflaence. Indeed, I regard an agency, of 
the kind contemplated, as nothing else than a branch in disguise—a branch without 
any of the usual restraints, and in the worst form it could be introduced amongst us, 
The bills put in circulation by it would not be redeemable here, but in Philadelphia, 
whilst, with the aid of the immense capital of the Bank, it could, and it may reason- 
bly be expected, would embarrass and cripple our S:ate institutions, and injure our 
commercial and agricultural interests “We have witnessed the facility and reekless- 
ness, with which the Bank of the United States, under its late charter, could expand 
and contract its accómmodations, without regard to the interest, or security of its 
customers, at distant branches: Can we hope for a more liberal, or just policy, when 
it may carry on its operations through ap individual agent? e 

In regard to the utility of an agency, in equalizing exchanges—which is the chief 
ground on which its establishment is sought to be maintained—Ithink experience has 
shownit to be, atleasta mere delusion, It is believed exchange has never been more 
uniform, more easily obtained, or on better terms, than since we ceased to rely on the 
Bank of the United States. Ido not doubt the power of the Legislature to enact 
jaws having the effect to prohibit the establishment of such an agency in our State; 


and have no hesitancy in recommending the justice and expediency of such a 
measure. Z 


In compliance with the requests of the Governors of Maine, Massachusetts, Cen- 


necticut, New York, Michigan, Virginia, Ohio and Kentucky, I lay before you Reso- 

„lutions of the Legislatures of those States, respectively, on the subject of Abolition 
Socities and incendiary publications. -I am gratified to perceive they generally deny 
the constitutional power of Congress to interfere with the relation of master and slave, 
in any of the States; and disclaim for themselves, ard for the people of their respec- 
tive States, all rights to intermeddle with the subject of domestic slavery in those 

_ States where it is tolerated. 1 am especially gratified to find the Chief Magistrate of - 
the most powerful State, whence danger of snch interference was to be apprehendell, 


- mantaining the doctrine with clearness and ability *'that the Legislature possesses the 


powerto pass sucb penal laws, as will have the effect of preventing the citizens of tha 
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bate, and residents within it, from availing themselves, with impunity, of the pros — 
tection of its sovereignty and Jaws, while they are actually employed in exciting in- 
surrection and sedition in a sister State, or engaged in treasonable enterprizes, inten 
ded td be executed therein." This doctrine seems also to be acquiesced in, thoug! it 
has not yet been practically carried out, by the Legislature. It is only necessary for 
the legislative power of the several non-slaveholding States zo act efficiently on this 
principic, to press forever ail unwarrantable intermeddling, of fanatics and incendia- 
ties in the affairs of other States. - 

T also lay before you, by similar request, resointions of the Legislatures of Maine 
and Ohio, instructing their Senators, and requesting their representatives in Congress; 
respectively, to use exertions to procure an amendment of the constitution of the 
United States, so as to prevent any future election of President of the United States, 
by the House of Representatives; and of Vice President of the United States by the 


Senate; and so that the election can, in no case, be taken from the people, In these 
. views I do not doubt your concurrence. 


A 


At the request of the Governor of Pennsylvania, I likewise lay before you certain 
resolutions adopted bv the Legislature of that State, at their last session, amongst 
which is one instructing their Senators, and recommendiu;; their representatives in 
Congress to use their influence to procure the passage ofa law to distribute the pro- 
ceeds arising, or which may have arisen, frem the sales of the public lànds, amongst 
the several States, in proportion to the number of members from each State, in the 
House of Representatives of tne United States. i 

The object of requesting that these resolutions be laid before you, is, expressly, te 
obtain your co-operation; consequently it is your especial province to respond to the 
proposition involved. I trust, however, I may be permitted, with due deference, tc 
express my unqualified dissent, both tothe expediency, and justice ef the proposed 
measure. It was my fortune to be called upon several years ogo, in another statio 
of high responsibility, to investigate, and pass upon this subject. I then entertained 
the opinion, that a distribution of the proceeds of the public lands, amongst the several 
States, would-be a measure highly inexpedient, and fraught with the most injurious 
consequences to the new States—to say nothing of its incompatibility with the terms 
on which some of the ofiginal States ceded to the General Government portions of 
the public domain, nor of its violation of the constitution, both of which might be 
maintained on high authority, My opinion has undergone nochange. 

The people of the new States have long been earnesily appealing to Congress for 
a reduction and graduation of the frrice of the public lands; and, with great confidence 
anticipated a consimmation of their wishes, on tne final payment of the public debt. 
No measure could be devised, better calculated to prevent such a reduction and gra- 
duatlon of price, than that proposed by the resolution alluded to. Let the other States 
become interested in receiving, directly, their respective dividends of the proceeds, 
and we may bid adiue to all hope of that liberal aud just policy, which the new States 
have expected with so much solicitude., It is reasonable to suppose that a State, with 
the prospect of receiving at the present price, three hundred thousand dollars, will 
consent to reduce the price, so as to lessen her dividend to two hundred thousand Gz 
one hundred thousand dollars! Or, canit be expected that a State, with the assurance 
that she will receive her dividend of every dollar, that can be extorted from the 
people of the new States, for inferior lands, will ever consent to abandon, to them, 
her interest ‘in the refuse, remaining unsold?” But one answer will be given to these 
interrogatories, by those who are acquainted with the ordinary motives to human 
action, ' 

It is tree that the new States are offered a share in the distribution of the fonds; but 
I cannot believe the people of Alabama, (or, indeed, the people of any of those States} 
can be induced to acquieste in the measure for that, comparatively, paltry considere 
ation. “They would not sell their bright prospects of increasing wealth and growing 
power at such a price. They would not place a sum of money, to be paid into their 
treasuries, in competition with the settlement of their-waste lands, and the increase 
‘of their populations They would not consider a small or a large annual. sum, to be 
paid their government, and immediately expended, as an equivalent for that enduring 
wealth, which is composed of flocks and herds, and cultivated farms. No tempta- 
tion will allure them from that object of abiding interest, the settlement of their waste 
lands, and the increase of a hardy race of free citizens—their glory in peace and their 
defencne in war.” ` > 

Let ua not despair in a just cause, Relying on the justice and liberalitysof the Gene 
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* ral Goyerament, | let us once fore unite with our brethren of the other new States, 
in exertions to cbtain a reduction and graduation of the price of the public lands, 
which have been many years offered fur sale, and which furnish conclusive evidence 
of their inferiority: by remaning still unsold, 

Since vour last session, i appointed Washington T. May, Esq. Judge of the County 
Court of Marshall county, Robert Hooks, Esq. Judge of thé County Court of DeKalb 
county. aud George Birdwell, Esq. Judge of the County Court of Cherokec county; 
those counties ha wing beeu established at the last session, and Judges of said Courts 
not having been then elected. - 

The office of Judge of the County Courts of Morgan, Blount and Bibb have also 
become vacant, ur ing the recess of the Legislature, by the resignations of the several 
incumbents; and have been filled by the appointment of Horatio Philpott, Esq. to fill 
the vacancy in! in Mo: "gan, Patrick Scott, Esq. to fill that of Blount, and Hir am Hemp- 
hill, Esq. to fill tha: of Bibb county. 

Also, since your last adjournment, the Hon, Reuben Saffold has resigned his office 
as one of the Judges of the Supreme Court, and the Hon. Henry W. Collier has been 
‘appointed to fil ihe vacancy occasioned thereby; Peter Martin, Esq. has been ap- 
pointed Judge of the third Judicial Circuit, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the resig- 
nation of the Hon. Henry W. Collier, and Alexander B. Meek, Esq. has been ap- 
pointed Attorney General, to fillthe vacancy occasioned by the resignation of Peter 
Martin, Esq. 

The certificates of State stock heretofore issued for six hundred thousand dollars; 
on account of the interest of the State inthe Bank of Mobile, have been delivered up, 
by the President, Directors and Company of that Bank, cancelled. and deposited with 
the Cashier of the Bank of the State of Alabama; and certificates fora like sum have 
been issued and delivered over, in lieu thereof, according to the provisions of the act, 
approved December 18th, 1835, entitled ‘tan act to amend the form of certain State 
stock .” 

All the certificates of State stock authorized by the act entitled **an act to provide 
for the sale of certain State stock therein mentioned,” approved December 29th, 1835; 
and by the actentitled ‘an actto increase the capital of the Branch of the Bank of the 
State of Alabama, at Huntsville, and for other purposes,” approved January 9th, 
1836, (except certificates for five hundred thousand dollars to increase the capital of 
the Branch at Huntsville, which have nct been called for) have been issued and deliv- 
ered to the President and Directors ef the State Bank and its several branches, in the 
proportions required to each, , and the receipts of their respective Presidents are on file 
in the office of the Treasurer. _— \ 

Commissioners have been duly: appointed to examine the several Branches of the 
Bank of the State of Alabama, and also for the Bank of Mobile, and for the Planter’s 
and Merchant’s Bank at Mobile; and, through their reports, you will no doubt, in a 
few days, be informed of the e condition-ef-all, except the branch at Mobile, .in regard 


£o the examination of which, Inmderstand, some unexpected obstacles have been pre- 
‘sented, which may be supposed to require some explantion, 


Onthe 25d of September, l appointed Messrs. John Murpny, cf Clark county, and 
John B. Hogan and Samuel H. Garrow, of the city of Mobile. Commissioners to ex- 
amine the Branch of the Bank of the State of Alabama, at Mobile. "The two latter 
had served in the same capacity under the appointment of my predecessor; the gen- 
tleman first named hud borne a. conspicuous part in the establishment of the Bank of 
the State of Alabama, on its presents basis, and has always envinced a lively interest 
in its success and prosperity. Atan carly day after the appointment became known 

to the board of directors, I understand they adoptd a resolution, instructing the Caszier 
toinform Messrs, Murphy and Garrow, that it would be convenieut for them to pro- 
ceed with the examination of the books and accounts of the Bank on that day; and, at 
the same time instructing that officer to inform Col. Hogan that it was the opinion of 

the board that he wasinclligible to the appointment, because he was Collector of the 
Port of Mobile, the appointment of examiner being an office under the State Gor- 
ernment, This resolation was made known to Col. Hogan, and was understood, as 
it was doubtless intended, to preclude him from any par ticipancy in the examination of 
the Bank. 

This resolution seems.to have been predicated on two assumptions: first that the ap- 
pointment oi f Commissioner is an office of firofit under this State, in the constitutional 
sense of the terni; ard, secondly, that the Board of Directors are ex-officio conserva- 


torg of the constitution. 
The law, requiring these appointments, does not usc the term office or officer, in 
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referesck tothe duty, or the agents Who arc to për

form it; the terms Commissoness 
and Committee are used to designate them, “Che persons @pointed are not required 
to perform such duties as usually pertain to, officers, either executive, judicial, or min; 
ieterial. ‘Chey are appointed ‘to examine all books, papers dnd accounts” in.a par- 
ticular bank, and make report to the Legislature at the nex? session. ‘Do constitute 
an officer, in the meaning of the term, either technically, or in common parlance, 
something more is necessary, than the mere performance of a duty, in which the pub- 
lic may be concérned. Jurors are required to invcstigate questions of fact, ang some- 
times of fact and law combined, and report the result to the Court, and are moreover 
paid for their service, but we do not hear them called officers, nor is the station of a 
juror called an office. A Commissioner to examine a bank is not called upon to per- 
rorm public duties, of any description, for a term of years, or during good behaviour, 


_ er at the pleasure of the appointing power; but sinfply, to unite with others in a single 


a 


transaction—to examine a bank—which may occupy a month, a week, or perhaps not 
more than a day—and report the facts to the Legislature, when the duties end. ` 

The appointment of Commissioners, for the examination of a bank has, perhaps, 
never before been considered an office. It is very obvious that my immediate prede- 
cessor never so considered it, else he could not have made a large portion of the ap- 
pointments, which emanated from him, forthe same parpose. It appears he appoint- 
ed Col. George W. Owen, whilst holding the same office of Collector of the Pert of 
Mobilc, now held by Col. Hogan, to examine the same Branch Ban-. It also appears 
that he appointed John Elliott, Esq. on the LOth October; 1834, whilst holding the 
office of District Attorney of the United States, for the Southern District of Alabama, 
a Commissioner to examine the Bank of- Mobile, with similar compensation to per- 
form like duties; and, consequently, cqually liable to objections of unconstitutionelity, 
if it exist, - . 

Furthemore, the act of the General Assembiy, requiring the appointment of Com- 
missioncrs to examine the several Branch Banks, was approved wa the 12th day of 
January, 1833, when Col. B. Hogan of Mobile, James Abercrombie, Esq. then of 
Montgomery, John Vining, Esq. of Madison, and the Hon. Reuben Chapman, of Mor- 
gan, were all in the Senate ofthe State Legislature; and in the month cf August 
ensuing, when the Senatorial term of neither had expired, each was appointed a Com-, 
missioner under its provisions, ` Ifthe appointment of a Commissioner, had been re- 
garded as an office, this could not have been done, without violating the 25th section 
of the 3d article of our constitution, which declares: . 

«No Senator or Representative shall, during the term for which he shall have been 
elected, be appointed to any civil office of profit under this State, which shall have 
been created, or the emoluments of which shall have been increased, during such 
term: except such offices as may be filled by elections by the people.” - a 

“Tt is believed all these Senators served, as Commissioners; and, if they did, each’ 
of them violated this provision of the constitution, by accepting, as much as did my 
predecessor by conferring the appointment, ° 

But whatever difference of opinion there may be on the first (if indeed there be any 
there can be none in regard to the other assumption of the board of directórs—that 
they are conservators of the constitution—at least as far as regards the acts-of others. 
ifthe directors be officers, at all, they are merely ministerial, aud, the doctrine is 
believed to be well settled, that, as such, they had no right tó pass on fhe question 
of Col. Hogan's elligibility, or the validity of his appointment. For them it was 
enough that he held evidence of his authority to examine from the executive; and his 
appointment could only have been set aside by the judicial power, or by the Legisla- 
ture. The charter docs not constitute the directers conservators of theconstitation— . 
it does not require them to take an oath to support it—and, eithet, taking the oath to 
support the constitution, or adjudging the incompetency of a Commissioner, on the 
ground of the iucompatibility of his appointment with the constitution, was, with due 
deference, and act of supererogation. The izerfedienry ciihe exercise of such pow- 
er by thé board will be obvious, by the single reflection that, if they can adindgo one 
Commissioner inelligible, and therefore incompetent to examine, they may another, 
and all that may be appointed; and consequently they may prevent an éxamination, 
or delay it, and thereby defeatall the beneficial purposes intended by the. act, and 
roin the bank, before you are apprised of its danger. It would also seem reasonable, 
if they have the right to reject a commissioner, that they ‘should, at once notify the 
executive, that some othér appointment, which would meet their apfirobation, might 
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be made; otherwise an examination might be defec:ed, although the executive might 
be willing to yield to she more enlightened judg ment-of the bodrd. 

5 have also received intelligence that the board cf directors, on the 24th ult. after 
reciting, that they had received information of the dangerous illncss of the Hon, John 
Murphy, in consequence of which he could not perform the duty of examining the 
bank, the anwillingness of Samuel H. Garrow, Esq. to take the responsibility alone. 
and the anxiety of the President and Directors that an examination of the Bank 
should take filace, whilst they reiterated their opinion of Col. Hogan’s ineligibility, 
resolved that he might proceed in the examination with Mr. Garrow. Itis gratifying 
to find, that the eonsciencious scruple of the board have yielded to their sense of ex- 
pediency, and we may hope-for a report on the management of the bank in the course 
of the session, if those scruples should not recur, I have instructed the commission- 
ers to persevere with the examipation, till it be completed; though they may not be 
able-to make their report during the first week of the session, I beg leave to refer you 
to the opinion of the Attorney Gencral, herewith presented, on the constitutional 
questipus, raised by the board ef directors. ^ 

Would it not be expedient to limit individuals to some reasonable amount of indebt- 
ednesp in all our State institutions, as well on account of bills, as notes? It certainly 
was the original design ef our State Bank, that its benefits should be diffused as 
equally and extensively as possible through the whole community; and lsee no pro- 
priety in departing from the principle. {can see no good reason for allowing ten, or 
twenty times the amount of accommodation to one individual, that is granted to an- 
ther, merely on account of the form he may choose to adopt in making his appli-

. ‘Exnevrivn DEPARTMENT, Tuscaloosa, November 9, 1838.. 

To the General Assentbly—I have to inform you that on the 6th instant, Henry C. 
Lem Esq., resigned the office of Solicitor of the second Judicial Circuit ; and on the. 
yh instant, the Hon. W. J. Alston resigned the office of Judge of the County. Court 
er Mareago county. signed, C. C. CLAY. :

Your Committee beg leave to report, that in addition to the ordinary basiaess of discounting 
notes and purchasing bills of exchange, the branch of the Bank of the Staie of Alabama at Deca- 

tur, bas discounted, what is there denominated Inland Bills of Exchange, to tle anount of two 
hundred and thirty-one thoasand, cight hundred nnd seventy-six dollars, and ninety cents. These 
appear to be bills payable at the counter cf said Bank, and not such paper as 1s usually disecun- 
ted or purchased by the Dank of the State of Alabama, or either of the ether branenes. A ne, 
inasmuch as the Charter of tlie Bauk limits loans to cach applicant on notes, to two thoucane 
dollars; and as most of these bills, althongh made payable at that Bank, are for a much larger 
amount, and in some instances, to fifteen and twenty thousand dollars—your Committee deem i 
to be their duty to report the facts to the General Assembly witliout comment. They beg leave 
further to remark, from the return made from said brauch zt Decatur, thes are unable to Lage 
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when any of the Bills of Exchange were purchased, or at what time they will nature—an omis 
sion, nct found in the returns from any other of the Branclkes—and which, in future, they would 
respectfully recommend, should not be omitted in the returns from the branch of the Bank of the 
State of Alabama, at Decatur. 

Your Committee most respectfully impress upon the Board of Directors, who may be hereafter 
elected, the necessity iu all future examinations of the Bank and its branches by the Board, that 
particular attention should be paid to counting, labelling and comparing the blank paper received 
from the engravers, and on hand with the Issurng Book; and to keep a well bound Bed iu which 
should be entered, not only all the Bank notes which have been burned, (correctly described and 
set forth,) but all blank paper, which has been bnrned;jand all that may at any time be burned, b 
by order of the Board, or by order of any Joint Examing Committee of thé two Houses of the 
General Assembly, so that the same may be seen, without baviug to resort to the voluminous min. 
utes of the Board, for such information. 

Your Committee, in closing this report, would do justice to the President and Directors, and 
other officers of the Zink of the State of Alabama, if they did not give their approbation, and bear 
testimony to the judicious manner in which its affuirs have been managed. 

Your Committee cannot conclude this Report, without expressing their satisfaction with the 
prompt manner, both late and early, in which the President and Cashier atforded them, at all times, 
every facility, to enable them to discharge the laborious duties assigned to them.—Al} of which 
is respectfully submitted. -
